The BACKGROUND ART section of the specification indicates that flame hydrolyis is used to make metallic and composite 
particles. At least one document which shows creating metallic particles by flame hyrdrolysis and at least one document which shows 
the creation of composite powders by flame hydrolysis is required.

See cancelled claim 5 which jmfeatoo applicant suggests that the claims 
encompass metallic anc composite fibers.
